The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In light of 
applicant's remarks and the showing of Figure 1 , the phrase "the specular body fully 
rotates" recited in claims 49, 58 and 67, last paragraph, means the galvanometer mirror 
(13, Fig. 1) rotates in one direction of at least 180 degrees so as to homogenize its 
scanning speed (specification, paragraphs 001 1 , lines) for eliminating vibration of the 
galvanometer mirror due to the change in acceleration (paragraph 0013, lines 1-3). 
None of the cited references, alone or in combination, teaches or suggests a beam

radiation apparatus having the galvanometer mirror which rotates in one direction of at 
least 180 degrees so as to homogenize its scanning speed for eliminating vibration of 
the galvanometer mirror due to the change in acceleration in combination with the 
remaining features recited in each of the claims 49, 58 and 67. The remaining claims 
are either directly or indirectly dependent on the allowed claims and thus allowable at 
least for the same reasons.
